Gulf Oil Denies Withholding Gas

W A S H IN G T O N -- J e r r y 
McAfee is an affable, avuncular 
fellow, with a benign face, who 
looks m ore like a minister than 
an oil tycoon. As chairm an of the 
mighty Gulf Oil Corporation« he 
took offense at our recent charge 
that Gulf had withheld natural 
g as fro m its lo w er-p ay in g 
customers. 
We wrote in the February 14 
column that Gulf in 1971 began 
cutting back the flow to Texas 
Eastern, a giant pipeline serving 
16 states. Yet the oil company, 
w e s u g g e s te d n a u g h tily , 
“seem ed to have plenty of gas to 
sell other customers at higher 
prices.” 
The ABC television network 
invited McAfee to confront m e 
on the “Good Morning America 
show.” “By golly,” said the 
friendly oilman, “we have been 
producing every cubic foot of 
gas that we’ve been able to. Our 
people have been working over­ 
tim e day and night.” 
I noted that Gulf had con­ 
tracted to pump 625 million 
cubic feet of gas into the pipeline 
every day hut that the actual 
deliveries had been closer to 400 
million cubic feet 
“The tem porary shortfall that 
has been involved has been the 
result of circumstances beyond 
our control.” he explained. 


I read to him the verdict of an 
administrative law judge, sug­ 
gesting that Gulf withheld “gas 
from the interstate m arket until 
the price has been driven up in 
violation of federal an titru st 
laws.” 
“We thoroughly, emphatically, 
com pletely dispute it." said 


“Isn’t it tru e ...” I asked, “that at 
the sam e time you've been with­ 
holding this gas from Texas 
Eastern -- gas that you would 
have been required under the 
contract to sell at a very' cheap 
rate -- you had been selling gas 
a t far more expensive rates to 
other customers?" 
“The gas that we've been sell­ 
ing intrastate Texas." McAfee 
said, “has been gas that ’s com­ 
p le te ly o u ts id e th e T e x a s 
Eastern supply area.” 
1 pointed out that Gulf had an 
“unconditional contract" w ith 
Texas Eastern, not limited to 
any specific supply area. “In 
other words," I suggested, “you 
have plenty of gas as long as the 
price is right” 
“No. that’s w rong” protested 
McAfee. He repeated that the 
“contract calls for us to deliver 
gas to the Texas Eastern Com­ 
pany from a particular area. We 
are doing that.” 
The brief debate goes to the 


heart of the natural gas con- 
i tmversy - that is. the nagging 
public suspicion that the oil com­ 
panies have been holding back 
gas for higher prices. 
Now the House Investigations 
Subcommittee, headed by R ep 
John Moss, D.-Calif.. has added 
its voice to the controversy. In a 
detailed report today on the Gulf 
Oil case, the subcommittee has 
totally confirmed our findings. 
The report charges that ‘G ulf 
has failed to meet its contractual 
... obligation to deliver full con­ 
tract volumes to Texas Eastern.” 
yet at the sam e time. “Gulf has 
made other natural gas sales at 
higher prices during the time it 
has been underdelivering to 
Texas Eastern.” 
Adds the document sternly; 
“Gulf and Texas Eastern may 
have engaged in a conspiracy in 
violation of federal law to with­ 
hold gasfrom the interstate 
market until the price Is right.” 
The reaso n the com pany 
failed to deliver all the gas it had 
promised, according to the re­ 
port. was “a failure to develop 
the many leases it already had.” 
The subcommittee points out 
that the company “expended 
only an average of $15 million 
annually in Texas and Southern 
I Louisiana on ga$ exploration.” 
The congressm en considered 
this to he petty change com­ 
pared to the $140 million that 
Gulf rakes in from interstate gas 
sales each year. 1 
Concludes the report: “Gulf 
has violated the Natural Gas Act 
by failing to meet its commit­ 
ment to deliver 625 million cubic 
feet per day to Texas Eastern.”

tank 
for 
organized labor. 
For example, on Dec. 14 last, 
the AFL-CIO’» Alan Kistler, 
Director of the Department of 
Organization and Field Ser­ 
vices, 
dispatched 
a 
com­ 
munication to “all international 
union organizing directors or 
officers 
in 
charge 
of 
organizing.” It called for a 
national strategy conference in 
the Washington headquarters on 
Jan. 13 and 14. 
It began, 
“Now that the 
national election is over and a 
more favorable climate for 
trade 
unionism 
appears 
possible, it is important that we 
devote renewed energies and 
resources to organizing, ” 
This call to action winds up 
with the disclosure that a “Ray 
Marshall, author of a recent 
book on the ‘Southern’ worker 
and a highly-respected student 
of the labor movement, will

areas in the South.”

Jan. 
13, Texas Prof. 
Marshall 
was 
on

through the Senate confirmation 
hearings on his appointment. As 
a 
cabinet official, 
Marshall 
couldn’t brief the organizers. 
But his support and friendship 
never was - nor has been -- in 
doubt. Certainly his shuttling 
hotel suite and lobby diplomacy 
here affirms his devotion to the 
“ movement.” 
Secretary Marshall has the 
friendship cf the public employe 
union leaders because he is for a 
national law permitting public 
employe unionization. So it is 
with the farm workers. Prof. 
Marshall wants both huge blocs 
of employes in the asphalt and 
citrus jungles to be brought 
under 
the National Labor 
Relations Act. 
And he is for “some aspects of 
collective bargaining in certain 
situations in the military.” He is 
against “unionization of the 
military per s e ... in other words 
... it might be useful to establish 
effective grievance procedures, 
but would not support strikes. ” 
Critics of all variations of 
m ilitary 
unionism 
see 
“collective 
bargaining” 
bet­ 
ween the enlisted personnel and 
the officer corps as rusting the 
chain of military command. So 
the American Federation of 
G o v e r n m e n t

(AFGE), 
which 
has

moving in this field, is happy. 
And on an entirely different, 
equally controversial front on 
Feb. 14, Secretary Marshall told 
the Labor Relations Section of 
the American Arbitration Assn. 
that he hopes “that we can do it 
in a hurry.” The reference was 
to the repeal of the right of 
states to ban union shops - now 
in effect in 20 states. 
And before the sam e audience 
at 
Washington’s 
Mayflower 
Hotel that day, Marshall tackled 
the so-called “common situs” 
extended picketing controversy 
which I do believe cost Jerry 
Ford the presidency last fall. 
Marshall knew then that one of 
labor's 
staunchest 
allies, 
Congressman Frank Thompson 
(D-N.J.), would introduce a bill 
granting the construction trade 
unionists the right to picket all 
gates 
of a 
massive 
multi­ 
employer building project even 
if the dispute was with one 
contractor -- or a lunch wagon on 
site. 
Here, too, Marshall told his 
arbitration audience, “ I hope we 
can dispose of that in a hurry.” 
Meaning, get it passed and onto 
Jimmy Carter’s desk. Of course 
the President will sign it. 
While Prof. Marshall isn’t one 
of the boys here, he is their 
muscled economic right hand 
inside the cabinet. He’s for a 
stronger Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission. He’s 
for heavy em ploym ent of 
minorities and the handicapped 
but not for quotas. He’s for a 
strong Occupational Safety and 
Health 
Administration 
with 
tough enforcement powers. He’s 
doing their whole thing simply 
by doing what comes naturally 
after advising them for years.

Rails throw people a curve

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — There’s been a great deal of 
brave talk in recent years about the resurgence of trains as a 
fast, economical and energy-conserving means of inter-city 
travel But there’s been almost no discussion of a serious 
technical problem which may keep that dream on the drawing 
boards forever 
Buried in the files of several federal agencies here are pass­ 
ing references to the railroad industry's dirty little secret: 
Superelevated 
track was abandoned during the post-World 
War 11 decades when rail passenger service all but dis­ 
appeared and freight trains became king of the road. 
Discussions of “superelevation” invariably are wrapped in 
technical jargon, but it's a very simple concept which most 
laymen already understand When any vehicle goes around a 
corner at a reasonably high speed, the force of gravity throws 
it to the outside of the curve 
To compensate for that centrifugal force, auto race tracks 
have their curves 
banked” or elevated at the outside 
Railroads long ago also built their track so the outside rail was 
"superelevated” or raised as much as eight inches so that fast 
F 
iassenger trains could take the turns without having to sharp- 
y reduce their speed 
But freight trains travel much more slowly, and when they 
traverse a "superelevated” curve most of their weight rests 
on the lower rail, often throwing it out of alignment, bending 
or disfiguring it. 
That problem was compounded in recent decades when 
railroads began putting together longer, higher and heavier 
freight trains Individual freight cars were designed with a 
capacity of as much as 125 tons 
t o accommodate those massive, more profitable loads, the 
rails were not only levelled but in many cases they were 
deelevated” on the curves by placing the high rail on the in­ 
side of the track. 
This development means that the highly vaunted concept of 
establishing rail “corridors” to provide high-speed passenger 
service between many of the nation’s major population 
centers simply cannot be put into effect until and unless the 
tracks are again ‘ superelevated” — a task which must be ac­ 
complished over the objection of most railroads and at a cost 
of billions of dollars 
At one 
Interstate Com m erce Commission hearing, 
representatives from throughout the industry opposed such 
was the testimony of attorneys for the 
Line Railroad and Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad, who bluntly told the ICC 
“ It would not be wise to attempt to compromise the eleva­ 
tion m curves, for example, to favor a more comfortable ride 
on passenger trains at the risk of creating a less favorable 
condition for the freight trains which would be in 
proponderance on these lines .” 
Amtrak, the quasi-government corporation charged with 
improving passenger rail service, has been busily promoting 
the concept of establishing high speed corridors to serve 
dozens of cities including Chicago, St Louis, Kansas City, 
Detroit, 
Milwaukee. 
Minneapolis, Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Pittsburgh, Portland, Seattle, San Diego, Los Angeles 
Houston, Dallas and New Orleans 
But Amtrak’s highly touted “Northeast Corridor” linking 
Boston, New York, Philadelphia and Washington is feasible 
only because there is so much parallel track in the region that 
freight and passenger traffic can be segregated.

In the past two years, law­ 
makers have slashed the limit­ 
ed recommendations of the gov­ 
ernor for Barvick's operations 
"We play political football

But on an 80-68 vote, the 
House removed that provision 
at the urging of freshman Re­ 
publican Paul Dietrich of Bal­ 
lwin, who claimed the Public 
Counsel’s office should be fi­ 
nanced through general tax 
funds.

BEES AND BEANS 


In the next few weeks, the Senate will vote on a 
resolution to impose limits on the importation of honey. For 
the most part, the debate can be expected to follow familiar 
lines. Supporters will argue that domestic producers cannot 
compete against the lower-priced foreign product and are 
being overwhelmed by a four-fold increase in imports. On the 
other side, opponents can be counted on to emphasize that 
unlimited imports mean lower prices for consumers. 


That is pretty standard stuff. But there is a twist to this 
particular issue, and it is a twist worth pondering, for it 
illustrates an important point about trade debates in general. 


The Broader Issue 


It seems that in this particular case, the issue is more 
than honey. The issue also involves the bees. There now are 
about 4.2 million colonies of bees in the United states, which 
annually produce honey and wax valued at more than $100 
m illion. In addition, these bees also do a lot of pollinating. 
Their contribution to the agricultural economy through 
pollination is harder to measure, but it is safe to say that the 
bees’ work in this area is worth many, many times the value 
of thier honey and wax. 


What happens to those bees if domestic honey producers 
are forced out of the American market? Many producers, no 
doubt, would lose all incentive to maintain their hives. The 
loss of hives would aggravate what the Department of 
Agriculture says already is a shortage of bees in this country. 
That, in turn, could mean disastrous losses for the farmers 
who last year produced $3 billion worth of peas, beans and 76 
other insect-pollinated crops. And that, finally, could bring 
on higher, instead of lower, consumer food prices. 


The Moral 


Of course, there is a moral to this story. Without 
meaning to belabor the obvious, 1 would simply state it is 
this: Debates over import restriction are never as simple as 
“ local economic growth versus lower consumer prices.” Each 
case in the maze of international trade is different. If we all 
are to profit in the end. each case must be considered on its 
own merits.

SUPERIOR, Wyo. (AP) - 
the “Ghost Town Gazette” 
doesn’t pretend to be an up-to- 
the-minute newspaper, editor 
Sandra Zbegner says. 
But it is an ambitious under­ 
tak ing in a community that 
hasn’t had its own newspaper 
for the past 35 years. 
“It’s something to read in the 
morning instead of a cereal 
box,” Mrs. Zbegner said of the 
monthly newspaper she began 
publishing in June. 
She said Superior’s rebirth 
during the 1970s helped inspire 
her to launch the paper. She 
said Bob Marsk y, mayor of this 
community of 550, suggested 
that she k ey the paper on his 
column about town govern­ 
ment. 
Now, Mrs. Zbegner writes 
stories on such things as child­ 
birth techniques and solar radi­ 
ation. 
The name of the newspaper 
comes straight from the late 
1950s and 1960s when the bot­ 
tom fell out of the community’s 
coal mining economy. 
Union Pacific Coal Co. oper­ 
ated mines here to supply coal 
for its locomotives untU the late 
1940s. But when the railroad 
turned to diesel to power its en­ 
gines, the town’s only source of 
income evaporated.

It is estimated that about 18 
per cent of the requirements 
for college graduates through 
the mid-1980s may come from 
upgrading educational require­ 
ments, that is, by requiring a 
college education where a high 
school education might pre­ 
viously have been sufficient. 
If the estimates are borne 
out, it could mean that millions 
of young people will consider 
themselves 
underemployed, 


convinced they are working far 
below the limits of their talent. 
For those lower on the job 
ladder it could mean being 
pushed down a rung into posi­ 
tions requiring minimal skills 
and, most likely, offering min­ 
imum income. 
The education-job equation

U.S. Labor Department stud­ 
ies continue to show that the 
supply of college graduates will 
exceed 
demand 
through 
the 
mid-1980s, forcing many work­ 
ers to settle for less skilled 
jot* 
As 
a 
consequence, 
com­ 
petition is likely to be stiff not 
only among college graduates, 
but between college graduates 
and those with less education, 
thus exerting pressure through­ 
out all occupational levels. 
It is estimated that about 18 
per cent of the requirements 
for college graduates through 
the mid-1980s may come from 
upgrading educational require­ 
ments, that is, by requiring a 
college education where a high 
school 
education 
might 
pre­ 
viously have been sufficient. 
If the estimates are borne 
out, it could mean that millions 
of young people will consider 
themselves 
underemployed, 


convinced they are working far 
below the limits of their talent. 
For those lower on the job 
ladder it could mean being 
pushed down a rung into posi­ 
tions requiring minimal skills 
and, most likely, offering min­ 
imum income. 
The education-job equation 
isn’t 
expected 
to 
apply 
uniformly. Even when armed 
with a college degree, a young­ 
ster might find he or she does 
not have a strong competitive 
advantage. 
"In the case of crafts, per­ 
sons with vocational training 
will be in greater demand than 
those with a baccalaureate de­ 
gree," writes Chester Levine, a 
labor economist, in the govern­ 
ment 
"Occupational 
Outlook 
Handbook.” 
Levine also foresees the situ­ 
ation where "employers will be 
reluctant to hire college gradu 
ates as operatives or laborers 
because of the high risk of job 
dissatisfaction.”

The lawmakers helped launch 
Teasdale’s new administration 
with inauguration ceremonies 
and heard this legislative ad­ 
dress a few days later.

With all Jhe pomp and 
ceremony of inaugurating a new 
governor over, the Senate and 
House has been moving fast in 
their business of taking care of 
the states business of passing 
and revising laws. 
All committees are assigned. 
My committees this year are

Agriculture, 
Parks, Tourism, Conservation 
and Industrial Development; 
Chairman of Public and Higher 
Education; Vice chairman of 
Budget Control; Member of

My staff is Mrs. Linda Heller 
whose parents are Mr. and Mrs. 
Norman Griffin of Vanduser 
who were both formerly of 
Homersville, and Attorney Gary 
Breezeel whose parents are Mr. 
and Mrs. Rudy Breezeel of 
Advance. I am proud to have 
people working in my office who 
are familiar with our area of the 
bootheel. Many people in Jef­ 
ferson City do n ot realize even 
the importance of the bootheel 
agriculturally, they do not know 
that some of the finest peaches 
in the state are grown near 
Campbell, 
that Missouri’s 
largest bee producer lives at 
Kennett, that the corn king of 
Misspuri lives at Charleston, 
that cotton is grown in Missouri 
and that 38 per cent of all 
Missouri products are grown in 
Southeast Missouri, or that our 
section xof Missouri is known as 
part of the South and we do exert 
Southern Hospitality in our 
section. 
There are many changes in 
the Senate this year. The Senate, 
•n the 16 years that I have been 
here, has been conservative but 
there are now 10 new members 
in the Senate and many of them 
are liberals. There were two 
senators elected to Congress and 
one has resigned to become a 
Circuit Judge. The elections 
were held this week to elect 
these three Senators and before 
this time we have been working 
with 31. 
The Senate Appropriations 
Committee, of which I am a 
member, started hearings Jan. 2 
before the rest of the Senate was 
in Jefferson City. We met 
morning, 
afternoon 
and 
evenings and through week-ends 
hearing the different depart­ 
ments wants for the year on a 83 
billion budget. We completed 
those hearings two weeks ago 
and are now waiting for the 
House to send over a bill so that 
we can start on executive 
sessions. Sen. Don Manford is 
chairman 
of 
the 
Senate 
Appropriations Committee this 
year and he has met with the 
chairman 
of 
the 
House 


Appropriations Committee to 
try to get them to finish a few of 
the 16 appropriation bills and 
send to us to hold executive 
session on and take to the Senate 
Floor. Sen. Manford says there 
is nothing to keep the Senate 
from introducing its own ap­ 
propriations 
bills. 
The 
ap­ 
propriations bills have to be 
passed a week before the session 
ends. If we do not have time to 
deliberate on the bills, much 
state money is voted out to 
agencies that should not go to 
them. 
You would have to go back 
many years to find a session that 
has moved so fast. It takes a lot 
of time and effort to introduce a 
bill, have a committee hearing, 
get the bill reported out and 
debated and then pass it. 
There have been 444 bills 
introduced in the Senate this 
year. There have already been 
239 hearings held on these bills 
in committees and there are 70 
of these bills oh the Senate 
Perfection Calendar; 10 bills 
ready to be third read Wed­ 
nesday to be sent to the House 
and there were 10 bills passed 
and sent to the House last 
Wednesday. 
Most laws are revisions of old 
laws to bring them up to date 
and the new laws are the laws 
that we have to have because of 
progresss. 
There have been assigned to 
my Agriculture Committee this 
year 19 Senate Bills. There have 
been assigned to my Education 
Committee 37 Senate Bills. The 
Senate Agriculture Committee 
holds public hearings on thse 
bills every Tuesday at 2:00 
o’clock 
and 
the 
Senate 
Education 
Committee 
holds 
public hearings every Wed­ 
nesday afternoon. 
I am sponsoring Senate Bill 75, 
the Grain Warehouse Bill. This 
bill was heard in the Agriculture 
Committee on Jan. 26, and it 
came out of committee Feb. 1 
and I was successful in getting it 
perfected Tuesday of last w eek 
This tall provides for seven 
major changes in the Grain 
Warehouse Law: 
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(1) At present, the law is not 
clear whether 
the Missouri 
Department of Agriculture,has 
the ' authority to investigate 
u n lic en sed 
w areh o u se s 
suspected of storing grain. 
(2) The new bill provides 
financial protection for people 
who deposit grain in warehouses 
by increasing the bond required 
to 
do 
business 
as 
a 
warehouseman. 
(3) Warehousemen will be 
required to pay for additional 
inspections when discrepancies 
have been found. 
(4) Provides the mechanism 
for 
early 
detection 
of 
discrepancies. 
# 
(5) 
Provides 
for uniform 
record keeping and stipulates 
that any violations erf the record 
keeping sections could be 
prosecuted as a felony with 
penalties ranging up to a fine of 
$50,000 and five years im­ 
prisonment. 
(6) Reduces the opportunity 
for unlawful movement of grain 
by required use of scale tickets. 
(7) Defines just who is to have 
a 
license 
as 
a 
grain 
warehouseman. 
The last provision is among 
the 
most 
important 
to us 
because the present law does not 
really define who shall have a 
license, or who the Department 
of 
Agriculture 
can inspect. 
Under the new law, any person 
storing grain for a fee is subject 
to licensure. 
Under new provisins in the bill 
the 
Agriculture 
Department 
also could deny a license to any 
person known to have been 
involved 
in 
questionable 
w arehouse 
m a n a g e m e n t 
procedures prior to his ap­ 
plication for a license. 
Another new section would 
allow the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment to take immediate action if 
deceit is found in warehouse 
records. 
Under the present law, there 
are too many loopholes for the 
warehouse operator to cover his 
shortages because we are now 
unable to act immediately upon 
finding discrepancies. 
Other bills that I am carrying 
that have passed out of com­ 
mittee and are now up for 
perfection are Senate Bill 90 
which prohibits the purchase of 
beef raised or produced outside 
the United States with oublie 
funds. 
Violation 
is a mis­ 
demeanor. Imported beef does 
not comply with the rigid in­ 
spection system of domestically 
produced beef. 
We imported canned meat 
( beef, veal and other prepared 
nr preserved meat products) 
from Argentina, Brazil, Den­ 
mark and Paraguay. In the 
canning process when meat is 
raised to 150 degrees Farenheit, 
there is no way to tell what kind 
of meat it was. It could be beef, 
horse, dog, kangaroo, etc. 
When public funds are used to 
purchase meat 
products in 
schools, 
county 
or 
state 


hospitals, the people eating 
these products have no choice. 
This bill would not restrict 
foreign countries from shipping 
beef into the United States - it 
only prohibits the buying with 
public funds. 
Australia ships approximately 
52 per cent of the total beef 
imported in the United States 
and they will not allow our fed 
beef to come into their country. 
Fourteen other states now have 
this law and it is constitutional. 
Another bill which I am 
sponsoring this year that many 
people in my district are in­ 
terested in is the Commodity 
Merchandising Bill, Senate Bill 
330. I am sponsoring this bill at 
the request of the Missouri 
Soybean Association. We are 
trying again to amend the 
Commodity Merchandising Bill 
which I passed several years 
ago. This time we are amending 
the 
bill 
to 
change 
the 
requirement for registration in 
the County ASCS Office as a 
qualification for voting, and 
those not voting would be a “no” 
vote. This amendment would 
make the majority of those 
voting and representing 51 per 
cent of production carry the 
referendum. 
David Haggard from Kennett ; 
Harold 
Wayne 
Droke 
from 
Homersville; Jack Tipton from 
Caruthersville; and Caleb Davis 
III from Braggadocio attended 
the hearing in support of the bill. 
David 
Haggard 
was 
the 
spokesman for the group from 
Southeast Missouri. He has just 
been elected vice chairman of 
the 
Missouri 
Soybean 
Association and Harold Wayne 
Droke was recently elected to 
the board of directors of the 
Missouri Soybean Association. 
This bill is on the Senate Per­ 
fection Calendar. 
The 
Public Service 
Com­ 
mission is trying again to put all 
trucks in the State that buy a 
10,000 pounds license or more 
under 
the 
Public Service 
Commission regulations on the 
pretext of the trucks having 
safety inspection by the Public 
Service 
Commission. 
I am 
opposing 
this 
legislation 
because all trucks should not be 
regulated by the Public Service 
Commission. 
This bill would affect all the 
farmers’ trucks that are used 
during 
wheat 
and soybean 
season to haul all these products 
to market : and are used only on 
short hauls to gins and elevators 
and are ususally put up again 
until another season. These 
trucks are safety inspected and 
licensed. 
Last fall the Public Service 
Commission hired two men and 
started sending them to the gins 
in Southeast Missouri taking 
pictures of the trucks that were 
there and were attempting to 
place fines on gins that were 
using their trucks to haul baled 
cotton a distance of 10 miles or 
less to a compress. Thev were 
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doing this under a law that was 
passed ip the 1930’s and had 
never Deen enforced and our 
office was able to get this 
stopped. 
The Public Service Com­ 
mission called me and offered a 
compromise on the bill and I’ve 
told them that I would discuss it 
with them. 
I am a member of the Roads 
and Highways Committee where 
this bill is being considered and I 
will do all I can for the farmers, 
gins and elevators on this bill. 
Another bill that I am spon­ 
soring that has passed out of 
committee and is now on the 
Senate Perfection Calendar is 
Senate Bill 86 which provides for 
closer regulation of beekeeping 
operations in Missouri. It 
provides for appointment of a 
state apiarist and inspectors. 
Jim Robins, Kennett, testified 
on behalf of the bill. All but four 
states have laws controlling 
bees. Missouri is the dumping 
ground for diseased bees. 
Robins is the largest beekeeper 
in the state, third largest in the 
United States, and fourth largest 
in the world 
The Corporate Farm Bill we 
passed in 1975 is being amended 
in order to insure that corporate 
farm stockholders may leave in 
their wills that banks or trust 
companies 
may serve 
as 
trustees or act in the ad­ 
ministration of the trust. In 
order to give you a complete 
Idea what the amendment does I 
will quote the entire amend­ 
ment. 
“A bank or trust company 
acting 
as 
administrator or 
executor under the terms of a 
will or trustee under the terms 
of a testamentary trust with the 
primary benefits accruing to the 
legatee or beneficiary of the will 
or trust when the agricultural 
realist ate in the estate or trust 
is transferred to the trustee by 
the initial trust instrument or 
will; 
A bank or trust company 
acting as the trustee of an inter 
vivos trust created by the owner 
of a family farm, or an inter 
vivos trust, the principal of 
which is shares of a family farm 
corporation or authorized farm 
corporation and which trust is 
created by a shareholder of the 
family 
farm corporation or 
authorized farm corporation. 
However, 
a bank or 
trust 
company acting in the ad­ 
ministration of an investment 
trust or a management trust 
formed with the primary pur­ 
pose of making or managing 
investments 
or 
income 
producing property and pur­ 
chasing agricultural real estate 
jvith 
trust 
funds 
with 
the 
primary benefits accruing to 
investors or shareholders in the 
trust is not exempt from the 
provisions of sections 350.010 to 
350.030.” 
This bill was passed out of the 
Senate Agriculture Committee 
on Feb. 15. 
To date the Senate Education 
Committee has held hearing on 
21 bills. The committee has 
favorably reported on seven 
bills: 
Senate Bill 47 has been ten­ 
tatively approved by the full 
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Senate. That bill require* the 
Board of Curators of the 
University of Missouri to get 
approval 
of 
the 
General 
Assembly before selling a tract 
of land containing more than 
1500 acres. 
Senate Bill 74 would permit 
school textbook funds to be used 
to purchase reference books and 
contract educational television 
services 
and 
would 
repeal 
certain language which has been 
declared unconstitutional by the 
Missouri Supreme Court. This 
bill has been approved by the 
committee and is on the in­ 
formal 
calendar. 
It 
will 
probably be considered by the 
full Senate within a few days. I 
am carrying this bill for the 
Governor’s 
Conference 
on 
Education. 
Senate Bill 111 which repeals 
out-dated provisions requiring 
school 
districts 
to 
make 
payments by warrant has been 
passed by the Senate and is 
awaiting House action. 
Senate Bill 143 would permit 
school districts to purchase 
liability insurance to protect 
school board members when 
performing official duties. This 
bill is on the formal calendar 
awaiting action by the full 
Senate. 
Senate Bill 152, which would 
repeal the provision requiring 
all teachers t^> h&Ve a course in 
the psychology and education of 
the exceptional child, is also on 
the formal calendar awaiting 
action by the full Senate.

keeping sections could be 
prosecuted as a felony with 
penalties ranging up to a fine of 
$50,000 
and 
five years 
im­ 
prisonment 
(6) Reduces the opportunity 
for unlawful movement of grain 
by required use of scale tickets. 
(7) Defines just who is to have 
a 
license 
as 
a 
grain 
warehouseman. 
The last provision is among 
the 
m œ t 
important 
to 
us 
because the present law does not 
really define who shall have a 
license, or who the Department 
of 
Agriculture 
can 
inspect. 
Under the new law, any person 
storing grain for a fee is subject 
to licensure. 
Under new provisins in the bill 
the 
Agriculture 
Department 
also could deny a license to any 
person known to have been 
involved 
in

procedures prior to his ap­ 
plication for a license 
Another new section would 
allow the Agriculture Depart­

Under the present law. there 
are too many loopholes for the 
warehouse operator to cover his 
shortages because we are now 
unable to act immediately upon 
finding discrepancies 
Other bills that I am carrying

demeanor Imported beef does 
not comply with the rigid in­

We imported canned meat 
(beef, veal and other prepared 
or preserved meat products/ 
from Argentina, Brazil, Den­ 
mark and Paraguay. In the 
canning process when meat is 
raised to 150 degrees Farenheit, 
there is no way to tell what kind 
of meat it was It could be beef, 
horse, dug. kangaroo, etc

hospitals, 
the people eating 
these products have no choice. 
This bill would not restrict 
foreign countries from shipping

DAMASCUS, Syria (AP) - 
Secretary of State Cyrus R. 
Vance said today “very sharp 
differences” remain among the 
Israelis and the Arabs on how 
to deal with the Palestinians 
and other issues standing in the 
way of resumption of Mideast 
peace talks in Geneva. 
Vance told a news conference 
before departing for home aft«* 
his six-nation Middle East tour 
that “all parties agree on the 
need for peace” and would like 
to redirect their economies 
away from massive military 
expenditures. 
But “one must be careful not 
to be overly optimistic,” he 
.cautioned. 
The secretary of state 
seen off at the airport by Syr 
ian Foreign Minister Abdulha 


Urn Khaddam. 
He told reporters that his vis­ 
its to Israel, Egypt, Jordan, 
Lebanon, Saudi Arabia and Syr­ 
ia gave him “a clear under­ 
standing” of the Middle East 
situation. He said all six gov­ 
ernments are prepared to re­ 
sume the Geneva talks during 
the second half of this year. 
But he said the Arabs them­ 
selves were divided on how 
Palestinian interests should be 
represented. 
A major topic of Vance’s 
week of talks was ways to 
bring the Palestinians into ne­ 
gotiations with Israel, which re­

was ization until it formally recog 
nizes Israel’s right to exist 
Vance said the Israelis and 
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Arabs do not even share the 
same definition of peace. To 
the Israelis, peace includes full 
diplomatic relations, he said, 
but to the Arabs, it involves 
only an end to the state of war 
witfi relations developing later. 
The secretary of state said 
Syrian President Hafez Assad 
would probably meet President 
Carter in Europe in May, after 
other Arab and Israeli leaders 
visit Washington in March and 
April for a series of meetings 
to work out plans for resump­ 
tion of the Geneva conference. 
The United States and the So­ 
viet Union are co-chairmen of 
the conference. 
■The secretary flew to Dam- 
■ ^ ■ o n Sunday from Saudi" 
¡Arabia for talks with Assad, 
whom he praised as “an out­ 
standing statesman.” The Syr­ 
ian leader told Vance that his 
j terms for peace with Israel 
were unchanged — withdrawal 
of territory it seized in 1967 and 
full recognition of the national 
rights of the Palestinians. 
Assad’s peace terms were 
outlined in a Syrian commu­ 
nique issued after the meeting.

Curious about 
tipped uterus 


Fund-axing threat seeks 
end to school sex bias 


DEAR DR. LAMB - I got 
married recently and my hus­ 
band and I agreed to wait 
before starting a family. I 
went to my doctor for birth 
control pills. He gave me a 
Pap test, but while doing it he 
casually said I have a tipped 
womb. I bombarded him with 
questions as to my chances of 
getting pregnant and if I do 
conceive will I be able to 
carry my child for nine 
months. He said it was 
nothing and not to worry about 
it. He gave me a prescription 
for the pills. I told him I would 
not take them because he was 
so vague in responding to my 
-questions. 
I told my husband about my 
doctor’s visit and my fears 
about not being able to get 
pregnant, the doctor would 
not have given them to me. I 
love my husband and would 
like to think that he and the 
doctor are correct, but I’m 
worried and not satisfied with 
e ith e r. I co n su lted a 
gynecologist and she was even 
vaguer wan my regular doc­ 
tor. 
What I want to know from 
you is, with a tipped womb, 
considering my health to be 
excellent, will I get pregnant? 
I am not taking the pills and I 
haven’t gotten pregnant. I 
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haven’t told my husband 
because I do want to have his 
children and I have it planted 
in my mind that it will take 
my ears to conceive and if I 
take the pills it will take even 
longer. Am I wrong? Or will I 
have to have my womb 
straight before I can con­ 
ceive? 
DEAR READER - By the 
time you get my reply you 
may have already found out 
that you can get pregnant. 
Won’t your husband be sur­ 
prised! 
I suspect your doctors have 
been reluctant to promise you 
that you will get pregnant 
because 15 per cent of couples 
do not haVe children — that is, 
having nothing to do with a 
“tipped womb.” 
A tipped womb simply 
refers to the fact that the 
uterus is not positioned so that 
its dome (blind end) is pointed 
above or toward the pubic 
bone. In the adult female the 
uterus is like a pear with the 
blossom end pointed toward 
the wall of the abdomen and 
the stem end or cervix 
directed downward, opening 
at the top or near the blind end 
of the vaginal canal. When the 
uterus is tipped it is usually 
“retrodisplaced” meaning the 
uterus has fallen backward. 
The point you need to know 
is that studies have been done 
to see if displacement of the 
uterus would affect fertility. 
While some “tipped wombs” 
were observed in infertile 
couples this was not the cause 
of the infertility. After all, 
since 15 per cent of couples 
are infertile it would be sur­ 
prising if all of these women 
had perfect reproductive 
systems. 
Even if displacement of the 
uterus changes the location of 
the cervix to some extent this 
will not prevent pregnancy. 
All that has to happen is for 
sperm to get to the opening, 
wherever it is, and they will 
migrate to the uterus. A nor­ 
mal pregnancy is then just as 
likely to occur as in a woman 
without a tipped uterus. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
federal government, using the 
threat 
of fund cutoffs, 
is 
' launching a drive to end dis­ 
crimination by schools against 
girls and women. 
The action announced Thurs­ 
day means that the government 
will 
enforce existing 
rules 
against sex segregated physical 
education classes, single-sex or­ 
ganizations such as honorary 
service fraternities and scholar­ 
ships restricted to members of 
one sex. 
Exempt from the ban on sex 
discrimination 
are 
contact 
sports 
and 
sex 
education 
classes. Otherwise, the federal 
rules apply to all areas of 
school life, including hiring, ad­ 
missions and athletics. 
Affected by the rules are 16,- 
000 school districts and 2,700 in­ 
stitutions of higher education 
that receive federal funds. 
The action by the Carter ad­ 
ministration constitutes agree­ 
ment with the long-standing 
complaint by women’s groups 
that HEW has been slow in en­ 
forcing a 1972 law banning sex 
discrimination in schools. 
After the law went on the 
books, HEW took three years to 
formulate regulations to imple­ 
ment the law. 
“Only scattered enforcement 
efforts have been undertaken, 
and these were only in response 
to individual complaints and 
were not initiated by the de­ 
partment,” said new HEW Sec­ 
retary Joseph Califano Jr. 
Califano directed that a list 
be compiled by March 15 of col­ 
leges 
and school 
systemst 
have assured HEW they are 
complying with the 1975 regu­ 
lations. Schools are supposed to 
review their own policies on 
equal treatment of both sexes, 
and to list any corrective meas­ 
ures needed. 
After 60 days “those that do 
not comply will face the in­ 
itiation of legal proceedings 
leading to termination of feder­ 
al funds,” he said. 
A 
HEW 
spokesman said 
schools and colleges have filed 
the compliance statements hap- 


hazardly in the past and the de­ 
partment has not been diligent 
in examining or processing 
them. 
College 
athletic 
adminis­ 
trators have campaigned un­ 
successfully for a congressional 
Waiver of the rules for their top 
revenue-producing sports, foot­ 
ball and basketball.

DAMASCUS, Syria (AP) -

In the adult fem ale the 
uterus is like a pear with the 
blossom end pointed toward 
the wall of the abdomen and 
the ste m end o r c e r v ix 
directed downward, opening 
at the top or near the blind end 
of the vaginal canal When the 
uterus is tipped it is usually 
“retrodisplaced” m eaning the 
uterus has fallen backward. 
The point you need to know 
is that studies have been done 
to see if displacem ent of the 
uterus would affect fertility. 
While som e “ tipped w om bs" 
w ere observed in in fertile 
couples this w as not the cause 
of the infertility. After all, 
since 15 per cent of couples

Even if displacem ent of the 
uterus changes the location of 
the cervix to som e extent this 
will not prevent pregnancy 
All that has to happen is for 
sperm to get to the opening, 
wherever it is, and they will 
m igrate to the uterus.
